HENRY SHAW CACTUS SOCIETY 


The September meeting was another picnic, this 
time the home Mr. Austin and according their 
“Cactus will probably wind the out-door 
activities for the year.

Its flowers measure about foot 
length, the flower-tube occupying nearly half this 
measurement. The petals and sepals unfurl into 
broad cup-like receptacle filled with great number 
thread-like stamens two series. The inner stamens 
are much longer and attached the tube wall while 
the outer ones are much shorter and are attached the 
throat. have found the flowers most fragrant, send- 
ing its sweetness into the night air. 

“Epiphyllum Hookeri still another broad-leaf 
type cactus with much more slender type 
flower. Britton and Rose claim that this plant 
widely cultivated tropical America and Trinidad, 
forms great masses trees and coastal cliffs. 
the Garden bears blossoms from June until 
October. The flowers measure about inches long 
and are white without any odor. The sepals are nar- 
row, light-greenish but often with rose-colored tips. 
The petals are alabaster white and shaped like the 
sepals. The style carmine color while the radia- 
ing stigmas are bright yellow. cool mornings the 


flowers usually stay open for several hours, sometimes 
late

Art students especially have flocked 
the greenhouse ever since the collection was put 
up, finding great stimulation the variety 
form and color. few Gymnocalyciums have 
bloomed rapid succession and for long time.

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HOUSE PLANTS WHICH ANYONE 
CAN GROW 


(Reported Daniel Neumann, Jr.) 


Gardening books lump together, under the title 
“Cacti and Other Succulents,” host fleshy leaved 
plants real importance indoor gardening. Over- 
looking the technical differences which they are 
classified botanically, most these succulent- leaved 
plants have common ability survive indifferent 
care. 

During those seasons when they are not active 
growth, too little watering more welcome them 
than too much. Most succulents are aided adapting 
themselves indoor culture the fact that they 
not require full sunlight. Also, many succulent plants 
are rather slow growth and thus not require 
constant repotting. 

Even so, they cannot expected thrive when sub- 
jected real abuse. Coming, most them do, 
from least partially arid regions, they need better 
soils than generally supposed. The desert soils 
their former homes are usually rich because the plant 
food content not being constantly broken down 
leached away. Also, the good drainage arid soils 
must provided succulents are remain healthy 
cultivation. Such conditions will prevail the 
plants are potted soil made equal parts 
garden soil, sand and leaf mold limed give about 
neutral reaction. 

Succulents are interesting, for the most part, because 
the shape, texture, color and arrangement their 
stems and foliage, but many them are also grown 
for their flowers. One such group that which used 
called Bryophyllums, but are now included under 
the name Kalanchoe. late years blossfeldiana 
Madagascar has become common plant. 
Some the taller Bryophyllums, such diagre- 
montianum, are little value other than for blooms, 
unless for the interesting way which new 
plantlets are formed the notches the leaves. 
fedtschenkoi and somaliensis, being lower 
stature, make better foliage plants. This particularly 
true the latter. 

Echeverias are also interesting, both for their rosettes 
delicately colored leaves and the panicles bloom 
which rise above them. There are many species 
Echeverias cultivation, including the hairy-leaved 
plush plant which needs careful water- 
ing when not growth. The firecracker plant (E. 
setosa) also forms rosette hairy leaves, above 
which rise vivid red and yellow flowers. 

Aloes are old world succulents which can remain 
the same pots for season after season. Many 
them are far too big for indoor culture, except during 
their early years. Years ago the older plants were 
placed outdoors summer and wintered cellar 
after the manner used keeping Century Plants. 
Treated that way, they did not flower regularly. 

Many Crassulas are available for window gardens. 
Some them, such spathulata, make attractive 
trailing plants for pot culture. Quite different 
appearance falcata, long known Rochea. Its 
bright crimson blooms remain open for weeks. Indeed 
long period bloom common many succu- 
ents. 

Another mat-forming crassula cooperi, which 
seldom grows more than five inches high and 
autumn covered with small white blooms. Probably 
the best known succulent the Jade Plant (C. ar- 
gentea) with its rounded leaves and ability assume 
tree-like habit grows older. 

The so-called Creeping Berries (Kleinia radicans) 


well suited for hanging pots. Its white blooms stay 
open for long periods. Another trailing plant simi- 
lar usefulness called Little Pickles (Othonno crassi- 
above the low mat its small light green 
fleshy leaves rise many daisy-like yellow flowers 
three-inch stems.
